8 IR, I told your Majeſty laſt Night, that 
whilſt the greateſt part of the Prince's

Sehemſelnihar were aſtoniſhed to ſee me re- 
tarn without their Lady. We told them we had

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left her at a Lady's Houſe, one of her Friends, 
and that ſhe would ſend for us when ſhe had a 
mind to come home ; with which Excuſe they 
ſeem'd well ſatisfy'd. 

For my part, I ſpent the Day in great un- 
caiineſs, and when Night came, opening a lit- 
tle Back-gate, I eſpy'd a Boat driven along by 
the Stream. Calling to the Waterman, 1 de- 
ſir'd him to row up the River, and fee if he 


could not meet a Lady; and if he found her, 


to bring her along with him. The two Slaves 
and I waited impatiently for his Return, and a: 
length about Midnight we ſaw the Boat com- 
ing down with two Men in it, and a Woman 
lying along in the Stern. When the Boat wa: 
come up, the two Men help'd the Woman ta 
rife, and then it was I knew her for Schemſol- 
mbar. I rejoye'd io greatly to ſee her, that my 


Joy cannot be expreſt. 


Here Scheherazade ended her Diſcourſe for 
this Night, intending to take it up again the 
Night following, when ſhe told the Sultan,

8 IR, we yeſternight left Schemſelnihar's 
2 Confident in the Meſque, telling her Story 
to the Jeweller from the time they had been 


rted, and With all the Circumſtances ot 


Schemſelnibar's Return to her Hotel : She pro- 


ceeded thus; 


J gave, ſaid ſhe, my Hand to Sc hemfelnthar 
to help her out of the Boat ; ſhe had no ſmall 


Occaſion for my Affiſtance, for ſhe could hard- 


ly ſtand, When ſhe was aſhore, ſhe whiiper'd 
me in the Ear, in an afflicted Tone, and bid 
1 me 
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me go and take a Purſe of 1000 Pieces of 
Gold, and give it to the Soldiers that had waited 
on her. I did as I was commanded, leaving her 
to be ſupported by the two Slaves; and having 
paid the Waterman, ſhut the Back-door. 

I then follow'd my Lady, who was hardly 
got up to her Chamber, before I overtook her. 
We undreſs'd her, and put her to Bed, where 
{he had not long been, before ſhe was ready to 
give up the Ghoſt ; in which Condition ſhe 


continued the remainder of the Night. The 


Day following, her other Women expreſs'd a 


creat Defire to ſee her; but I told them ſhe 
had been greatly fatigu'd, and wanted Reſt to 
reſtore her to her Strength. We nevertheleſs, 
(the other two Women and I) gave her all the 
Aſſiſtance we poſſibly could, and ſhe could 
reaſonably expect. She perſiſted in taking no- 
thing down, which we Ofler'd her; and we 


muſt have deſpair'd of her Life, if 1 had not 


at laſt perſuaded her to drink a Spoonful or 
two of Wine, which had a ſenſible Effect on 
her. By mere Importunity, we at length pre- 
vail'd with her to eat alſo. 

When ſhe came to the Uſe of her Speech, 


for ſhe had hitherto only mourn'd, groan'd, 


and ſigh'd, I begg'd of her to tell me how ſhe 
had efcap'd out of the Hands of the Thieves. 
Why ſhould you require of mes ſaid ſhe, with 

2 profound Sigh, what will but renew m 
Grief WW ould to God the Thieves had taken 
away my Life, rather than preferv'd it, ſince 
thereby my Misfortunes would have had: an 
End; whereas I now do but live to increaſe 
my T orments. 

Madam, reply'd I, I beg you would not re- 
tuſe me this Favour: You cannot but know, 


that 
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that unhappy People have a certain, I know not 
what, Conſolation in venting their Misfor- 
tunes; and if you would but be pleaſed to re- 
late yours, I doubt not but you'd ſind ſome 
Relief in it. 

Why then, ſaid ſhe, lend your Ear to a Sto-

You muſt know, when I firſt ſaw the I hieves. 
entering with Sword in Hand, I believed that 
the laſt Moment of my Life; but dying did not 


then ſeem ſo ſhocking to me, fince I thought I 


was to die with the Prince of Pera. How- 
ever, inſtead of murdering, two of the Thieves 
were order'd to take care of us, whilſt their 


Companions were buſied in packing up the 


Goods they found in the Houſe. When they 
had done, and got their Bundles upon their 
Backs, they went away, and carried us along 
with them. 

As we went, one of thoſe that had the Charge 
of us, demanded: of me briskly who I was? 1 
anſwer'd I was a Dancer.

he cauſed two Boats to be brought, putting me 


and two of his Soldiers, whom you have ſeen, 
into one, and the Prince and Jeweller, with two 
others, into the other.

coming ſo far to ſeek one that was ſo exceed- 
ingly unhappy and miſerable. 

My Lord, reply'd the Jeweller, mention 
not, [ beſeech you, any Obligations you have 
to me ; I could wiſh with all my Soul, the 
good Offices I have endeavour'd to do you, 


had had a better Effect: But at preſent, let's 


diſcourſe only of your Health, which I fear 
you greatly injure, by an unreaſonable abſtain- 
ing from proper Nouriſhment. 

The Prince's Servants hearing the Jeweller 
ſay this, took occaſion to let him know, it was 
with the greateſt Difficulty they had prevail'd 
on him, to take in even the ſmalleſt matter;

For my part, I ſtay'd 
with her Corpſe all Night, and next Morning 
bath'd her witk my 1 Y and dreſs'd her for 
her Funeral, The Caliph had her interr'd ſoon 
after in a magnificent 'T'omb he had erected 
for her in her Lite-time, 1n a Place ſhe had de- 
ſir'd to be bury'd in. Now ſince you tell me,

vours, that he ſhall be interr'd in the fame 
Fomb, which may be ſome Satisfaction at 
leaſt to two ſuch faithful Lovers. 

The Jeweller was ſomewhat ſurpriz'd at this 
efolution of the Confident's, and faid, Cer- 

tainly you do not conſider that this Enterp: ire 

is in a manner impoſſible, for the Califf w. 
be ſure never to ſuffer it. Do not you be con- 
cern'd at that, bh ihe, for you'll undouht- 
diy be of another Opinion, after I have to! 

you, that the Califf has given Liberty to all ker 
Slaves in general, with a conſiderable Pen 
ſion to each for their Subſiſtance; and as to my 
Particular, has honour'd me with the Charge 
of my Miſtreſs's Tomb, and allotted me an an- 
nual Income for my Maintenance. Moreover, 
you muſt needs think, the Califf, who was not 
ignorant of the Amour between Schemſelnithar 
and the Prince, as I have already told you, 
will not be a whit concern'd, if now after her 
Death he be bury'd with her. To all this the 
Jeweller had not a Word to ſay, yet earneſtly 
intreated the Confident to conduct him to her 
Miſtreſs's Tomb, that he might fay his Prayers 
over her. When he came in Sight of it, he 
was not a little ſurpriz'd to find a vaſt Number 
of People of both Sexes, that were come thither 
from all Parts of Bagdad. By reaſon he could 
not come near the Tomb, he. faid his Prayers 
at a Diſtance ; and then going to the Confi- 
dent, who was waiting hard by, he ſaid to her, 
Jam altogether of a contrary Opinion to what 
I was juſt now, for now I am fo far from 
thinking that what you propos'd cannot be put 
in Execution, that you and I need only tel!

give them Leave.

King Schahzaman approv'd this Advice very 
much, and thank'd his Vizier for it; he imme- 
diately cauſed rich Alms to be given to every 
Monaſtery in his Dominions ; and having ſent 


for the Superiors, declared to them his Inten- 


tion, and deſired them to acquaint their Monks 
with it. 

The King, in ſhort, obtained & Heaven 
what he requeſted; for in nine Months Time 
hc had a Son born of one of his Wives. In re- 
turn for this F avour, he fent new Alms to tie - 
Religious Houſes, and the Prince's Birth-day 
was celebrated throughout his Dominions . a 
Week together.

may be corrupted : But then, to remedy that, 
does not your Majeſty likewiſe think it would 
be proper to marry him; Marriage being 
what would keep him within Bounds, and 
confine his Inclinations.

Schabzainan found this Advice of his Prime 


Miniſter highly reaſonable ; theretore ſum- 
mon'd the Prince to appear beſore him, at the

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The Prince, who had been accuſtom'd to ſce 
his Father only at certain Times, was a little 
ſtartled at this irregular Summons ; therefore, 
when he came before him, he ſaluted him with 
great Reſpect, and afterwards ſtood ſtill, with 


bis Eyes fix'd on the Ground. 


'T he Sultan perceiving his Surprize, ſaid to 
him in a mild way, Do you know, Son, for 
what reaſon I have ſent for you hither?

Prince Camaralzaman heard this with great 
Uneaſineſs; it quite diſmounted him, he was 
all in a Sweat, and knew not what Anſwer to 
make.

This ſaid, and making a low Re- 
verence, he went out brikly, without ſtaying 
to hear what the Sultan would anſw er. 
Now any Monarch but Schahzaman would 
have been in a wondrous Paſſion at ſuch a De- 
portment of a Son; but he took little notice of 
it, reſolving to uſe all gentle Methods before he 
proceeded to Force. He communicated this 
new Cauſe of Diſcontent to his Prime Miniſter, 
I have foilnved Joker Aarce, ſaid he, but Ca- 
maralzaman is father of than ever from con:

That according to your 
Anfuer I may proceed, and take thoſe Meaſures 
which I ought, 

The Prince anſwer'd with ſo little Tem- 
per, or rather with ſo much Heat, that the Sul- 
tan, enraged to ſee himſelf fo affronted in full 
Council, cry'd out, How, unnatural Son have 
vou the Inſolence to talk thus to your Father and 
Sultan © Ho! Guards take him away--— At 
which Words he was ſeized by the Eunuchs, 
and carry'd to an old Tower, that had had 
no body in it fora long while; where he was 
ſhut up, with only a Bed, a few Moveables, 
ſome Books, and one Slave only to attend 
him. 

Camaralzaman thus depriv'd of Liberty, was 
nevertheleſs plcas'd he had the Freedom to 
converſe with Books, and that made him look

Heaven grant you Hy be able to With 
draw my Son from this profound Melancholy, 
and I ſhall have ter: * Obligations to you, 
which I will do my utmoſt to gratify beyond 
what was ever done. Having ſaid thus, he 
jeft the Prince to entertain himſelf with the 
Stranger, whilſt he went and rejoyc'd with the 
Grand Vizier upon this happy Rencounter. 
Marzavan leaning 3 to the Prince, 
ſpoke low in his Ear thus: My Lord, ſaid he, 
it is high Time your Hi; Ki, onda ceate to 
grieve. The Lady , on whoſe Account you la- 
ment ſo bitterly, I know); it is the Princeis 
Badoura, Daughter of Gator , King of Ching. 
This 1 can aſſure your Highneſs, both on a8. 
count of what ſhe has told me of her Adven- 
ture, and what 1 have learn'd of yours.

that he knew of the Princeſs from the fatal

King Schahzaman immediately fell embra- 
cing Marzavan, without enquiring into the 
Means that had wrought this wonderful Effect, 
and ſoon after went out of the Prince's Chamber 
with the Grand Vizier, to publiſh this agrecab!: 
News to his People. He on this Occaſion or- 
_ der'd publick Rejoycings for ſeveral Days toge- 
ther, and moreover gave great Largeſſes to- 
Officers, Alms to the Poor, and caus'd the Pr:- 
ſoners to be ſet at Liberty throughout his King 
dom.

She and her Women only knew of the 
Prince's being gone, for his Men were then 
aſleep, or refreſhing themſelves in their Tents.

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The Princeſs fearing they would betray her, . 
they had any Knowledge of it, firſt compos'd 
her Mind a little, and moderated her Grief. and 
torbid her Women to ſay or do any thing that 
might make them ſuſpect the Truth. Then ſhe 

undreſt her ſelf, and put on Prince Camaralza- 
man's Suit, being ſo like him in it, that the next 
Day when the Came abroad, his Men took her 
for him. 

She commanded them to pack up their Bag- 
gage and march forward; and when all 'I hings 
vere ready, ſhe order'd one of her Women to 
go into her Sedan, ſhe herſelf getting on horſe 
back, and riding by her Side. 

I hey travelPd ſeveral Months by Land and 
Sea; the Princeſs continuing the Journey un- 
der the Name of Camaralzaman. They took 
the Iſland of Ebene in their Way to the Iles of 
the Children of Khaledan: They went to the 
Capital of the Iſland, where a King reigned, 
whoſe Name was Armanes. The Perſons who

Cares of the World, having long enough had the 
Weight of the Crown upon me; and nothing 
could be a greater Pleaſure to me, in my Re- 
tirement, than to conſider what a Worthy Suc- 
ceſſor ſits in my Throne, and rules my happy 
People. 
T he Sultanefs Scheherazade would have gone 

on, but the Day appearing, binder'd her: the 

ext Night ſhe continu'd the Story, ſpeaking 
thus to tlie Sultan of the des, 
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CCXXIV Night, 


8 IR, the King of the Ile of Ebene's gene- 


rous Offer, to beſtow his only Daughter in 


Marriage on the Princeſs Badoura, who could 


not accept of it, becauſe ſhe was a Woman, 


gave her an unexpected Trouble, and ſhe could 


not preſently think of a way to extricate her 


ſelf out of it: She thought *twould not become 


a Princeſs of her Rank to deceive the King, and 


toown that ſhe was not Prince Camaralzaman, 


but his Wife, when ſhe had aſſur'd him ſhe 


was he himſelf; whoſe Part ſhe had hitherto 
_ acted fo well, that her Sex was not in the leaſt 


ſuſpected : ſhe was alſo afraid to refuſe him, 
ſeeing him ſo much bent upon the Concluſion

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But, Sir, continues ſhe, I cannot accept of 
this Alliance on any other Condition, than that 
your Majeſty will aſſiſt me with your Coun- 
ſels, and that I do nothing without having 
firſt your Approbation. 8 
The Marriage-Treaty being thus concluded 
and agreed on, the Ceremony was put off till 
next Day. In the mean time Princeſs Badoura 
gave notice to her Officers, who ſtill took her 
for Camaralzaman, what ſhe was about to dag 
that they might not be ſurpriz'd at it, aſſuring 
them the Princeſs Badoura conſented to it. 
She talk'd alſo to her Women, and charged 
them to keep the Secret ſhe had entruſted 
them with, as they valued their Lives, 
The King of the Ile of Ebene rejoiced that 
he had got him a Son-in-Law ſo much to his 
Satisfaction: The next Morning he ſummon'd 
his Council, and acquainted them with his 
Deſign of marrying his Daughter to Prince 
 Camardilzaman, whom he introduced to them, 
made him {it down by them, taking the Princeſs 
Badoura for him ; told them he reſigned the 
Crown to him, and requir'd them to obey and 
ſwear Fealty to him. Having ſaid this, he de- 
fecended from his Throne, and the Princeſs Ba- 
doura, by his Order, mounted it. When ſhe 
was placed, the Lords of the Court did her 
Homage, and took an Oath of Allegiance. As 
ſoon as the Council broke up, the new King 
was proclaim'd thro? the City, ſeveral Days of 
Rejoycing were appointed, and Couriers dif-

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King, with ſo much Majeſty and Judgment, 
that gain'd her the general Applauſe of all 
Who were Witnelles of her Conduct. 

'T was Evening before ſhe. return'd to Queen 
Haiatalnefous's Apartment, and ſhe perceiv'd 
by the Reception ſhe gave her, that the Bride 
was not at all pleas'd with the Wedding r-Night. 
She endeavour'd to make her ealy by a long 
Diſcourſe, in which ſhe employ'd all the Wit

Put Haiq- 
ralnefous would not be ſo ſerv'd, ſhe held her 
back, and oblig'd her to fit down again: 
What, ſays ſhe, you think to deal by me this 
Night as you have done the two laſt; pray tell 
me, what can you diſlike in a Princeſs of m 
Youth and Beauty, who not only loves but 
adores you, and thinks herſelf the happieſt of 
all Princeſſes in having ſo amiable a Prince for 
her Husband. Any body, but me, wou'd be 
reveng'd of the Slight, or rather, the unpar- 
donable Aﬀront you have put upon me, and 
abandon'd you to your evil Deſtiny : However, 
though I did not love you ſo well as I do, yet 
out of pure Good-Nature and Humanity, which 
makes me pity the Misfortunes of Perfons for 
whom Iam no ways concern'd, I could not for- 
bear telling you, that the King my Father is 
enrag'd againſt you for your Carriage towards 
me, and on the Morrow will exert his Fury 
in a manner | tremble to think of, if you ſtill 
uſe me as you have hitberto done. Do not 
therefore throw a Princeſs into Deſpair, who, 
notwithſtanding all your ill Uſage, cannot help 
loving you | 
This Diſcourſe embaraſs'd the Princeſs Ba- 
doura the moſt of any Thing ſhe had yet met 
with; ſhe did not doubt of the Truth of what 
Hatatalnefous had ſaid. King Armanos's Cold- 
neſs] to ber the Day before, had given her 


but 
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but too much Reaſon to ſee he was highly diſ- 
fatisfy'd with her. The only way to juſtify her 
Conduct, was, to communicate her Sex to the 
Princeſs Haiatalnefous : She had foreſeen ſhe 
ſhould be under a Neceſſity of diſcovering it to 
her; yet now ſhe was about to make ſuch a 
Declaration, ſhe was afraid how ſhe would take 
it: But conſidering that if Camaralzaman was

She then open'd her Boſom, and ſhewing 
her Breaſts, proceeded thus : See Princeſs, it 
a Woman, and a Princeſs like yourſelf, does 
not deſerve to be forgiven; I believe you will 
be ſo good, at leaſt, when you know my Story, 
and the terrible Affliction that fore d me to 
act the Part you ſee. 

The Princeſs Badoura having di ſcover'd her 


{elf entirely to the Princeſs of the Ifle of 


Ebene; the again pray'd her to keep the Se- 
cret, and to make as if ſhe was really a Husband 


to her: till Prince Camaralzaman's Arrival, 


which ſhe hoped would be in a little Time. 
Princeſs, 
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Princeſs, reply'd Haiatalnefus, your. For- 
tune is indeed ſtrange, that a Marriage, o 
happy as yours was, ſhould be render'd un- 
happy by ſo unaccountable an Accident, your 
Love being reciprocal and full of Wonders, 
Pray Heaven you may meet with your Husband 
again as ſoon as you deſire, and aſſure your 
ſelf I will keep the Secret till he arrives. 
T will be the greateſt Pleaſure to me in the 
World, to be the only Perſon in the vaſt King- 
dom of the Iſle of Ebene, who knows what 
and who you are, while you go on governing the 
People as happily as you have begun: Ton 
ask of you to be your Friend, than which no- 
thing could be more to my Satisfaction. Then 


the two Princefles tenderly embrac'd each o- 


ther, and after a thouſand Vows of mutual! 
Friendſhip, lay down and took their Reſt. 
According to the Cuitom of the Country, 
the Tokens of the Conſummation of the Mar- 
riage were to be produc'd and ſeen publickly, 
The two Princeſſes found out a way to get over 
that Difficulty : Queen Haiatalnefous's Wo- 
men were next Morning deceiv'd by it them-

The two Qucens had not made each other 
a Confident of the Secret of their Patton, nor 
had the Boldneſs to tell each the Prince. ſhe 
bow'd, by word of Mouth, the guiity Flame 
with which ſhe burnt; they at laſt reſolved to 
do it by Biilet, and made uſe of King Cama- 
ralzaman's Ablence to execite their wicked 
Deſign, when he was gone a Hunting, which 
would take him up taree or four Days. 
Prince Amgrad preſided at the Counci 
| able the Day of King Camaralzaman's De- 
parture, and heard Cauſes till 3 or 4 a clock

Queen Badmra might have imagir'd by 
the Example of her Son Amerad, that Prince 
Aſſad, who was as. virtuous as the other.

Queen Haitalnefonss Apartment with the Bil 
let in his Hand; he would have ſhewn it to 


her, but ſhe did not give him time, crying 


out, I know what you'd have with me; you 
are as impertinent as your Brother grad - 
Be gone, and never come into my preſence 
again. | 

Aſſad ſtood as one T hunder-ſtruck at thel- 
Words, of which he could not comprehend the 
meaning, When he recollected himſelf, he 
was ſo tranſported with Rage, that he had like 
to have given very fatal Demonſtrations of his 
Anger; but he contain'd himſelf, and withdrew 
without making any Reply, fearing it he ſtay' d 
he might fay ſomething or other unworthy. the 


_. Greatneſs of his Soul. Auigrad had put the 
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fame Conſtraint on himſelt, and gueſſing by

The King fent for the two Princes, d hat 
Kkill'd them both with his own Hand, it ld K Is 


Armanos, his Father-in-Law, who was by, had 


not held his Hand; Son, ſaid he, what are 


you going to do? Will you ſtain your Hands 
and your Palace with your own Blood? There 
are other Ways of punithing them, if they are 
really guilty. 

He endeavour'd thus to appeaſe him, and 
deſir'd him to examine the matter, and ge 
whether they did indeed commit the Crime 
of which they were accuſed.

Then they embrac d, and bid each other a- 
dieu with fo much Tenderneſs, that *twas a 
long time before they could leave one ano- 
ther's Arms. Prince A//ad was the firſt who 
prepar'd himſelf for the fatal Stroke. Begin 
with me, Giendar, ſaid he, that I may not have 
the Trouble to ſee my dear Brother Amgrad 
die. Amorad oppoſed him in it; and Grendar 
could not, without weeping more than before, 
be Witneſs of this Diſpute between them; 
which ſhew'd how perfect and ſincere their 
Friendfhip was.

alſo heard Giendar's dreadful Cries: At which 


Amorad took up Giendams Sabre which lay on 
the Ground, ſaying to A/ad, Come Brother, 
let us go and help poor Ciendar, perhaps we 
may come ſoon enough to deliver him from the 
Danger in which he now is. 

The two Princes ran te the Wood, and en- 
ter'd it juſt as the Lion was going to fall on 
Giendar.

Wbile the King of the Iſe of Ebme afflicted

important Services: Go, and loſe no time, 
Amgrad would have made him an Anſwer, but 
the Maſter of the Horſe would not let him, 
forcing him to go to the Lady.

You're a Raſcal, ſays Amgrad, and if ſhall 
bang your Sides for you, to teach you to lye, 
and to fail me another time. He then roſe 
up, took a Stick and gave him two or three 
Blows with it, ſo lightly, that he hardly 
touch'd him; after which he fat down to Ta- 
ble again. | 

The Lady was not ſatisfy'd with the Cha- 
ſtiſement he beſtow'd on him; fo ſhe allo roſe, 
took the Stick, and fell upon "Bahdder ſo un- 
mercifully, that the Tears came into his Eyes.

When he had written, ſign'd and deliver'd 
the Paper to Prince Amgrad, be put the Lady's 


Body in a Bag, Head and all, heav'd it up on 


his Shoulders, and went out with it from one 
Street to another, taking the way to the Sen- 
fide.

ready to hearken to it. The Pilot and er 
applauded his Judgment, and agreed to follow 
his Advice. 

The Sultaneſs Scheherazade was oblig'd to 
ſtop here, becauſe ſhe ſaw the Day appear: 
She continu'd her Story the Night following, 


addreſſing herſelf thus to the Saltan ot the 
Indies; 


n Night. 


5 IR, Bebram commanded Prince Afad's 
Chains to be taken off; and had him dreſs'd 
like a Slave very neatly, as became one who 
was to paſs for his Clerk, before the Queen of 
the Country. They had ſcarce Time to fit 
every thing for their purpoſe, before the Ship 
drove into the Port, and they then dropp'd 
Anchor.

anſwer'd, Have you two Names then? Tis but 
too true, fays Ajad: I was once called Ajad | 


[the moſt Happy]; and now my Name is 
Molar [devoted to be ſacrific'd]. 


Margiana not being able to fine out the 


Depth of his Meaning by his Thought, his 
Condition of a Slave putting him upon myſte- 
rous Anſwers, ſhe perceiv'd he had a great 
deal of Wit. Since you are Clerk to the Cap- 
tain, ſaid ſhe, no doubt you can write well; 
let me ſee your Hand. 

Behram had furniſh'd Aſſad with Pen, Ink 
and Paper, as a Token of his Office, that the 


Queen might take him for what he deſign'd ſhe 


ſhould. he 
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T' he Prince ſtepp'd a little aſide, and wrote 
as follows, ſuitable to his miſerable Circum- 
ſtances. 


The blind Man avolds the Ditch into which 


the clear- ſighted falls. Fools advance them- 
ſelves to Honours by Difcourſes, which ſignify 
nothing; while Men of Senſe and Eloquence 
live in Poverty and Contempt. The Muſſul- 
man with all his Riches is miſerable.

Aſud preſented tlie Paper to en Margia- 
na, "who admir'd alike the Sententiouſneſs of 
the Thoughts, and the Goodneſs of the Wri- 
ting. She needed no more to have her Heart 
ſet on Fire, and to feel a ſincere Concern for 
his Misfortunes. She had no ſooner read it, 
but ſhe addreſs'd herſelf to Behram, faying, do 
which you will, either fell me this Slave, or 
make a Preſent of him to me: Perhaps 'twill 
turn moſt to your account to do the latter. 

Behram anſwer'd infoleatly, That he could 
neither give nor fell him ; that he wanted his 
Slave, and would keep him.

is ſomething extraordinary in it. 


Prince Aſſad obey'd her; and fitting down, 
began thus: Mighty Queen, your Majeſty is 
not miſtaken, in thinking there's ſomething 
extraordinary in the Story of my Life: Lis in- 
deed more ſo than you can imagine. The Ille, 


the incredible Torments I have ſuffer'd, and 


the Death to which I was devoted, and from 


which I am deliver'd by your Generoſity, will 
ſhew, when J have related them, that my Ob- 


ligation to you is infinite, But before I enter 


into the Particulars of my Miſeries, which wil! 
ſtrike Horror into the Hearts of all that hear it; 
to explain the Occaſion of them, I muſt trace 
the Matter a little higher, and begin with the 
Source of my Misfortunes. 

This Preamble increas'd Queen MMargiana's 


Curioſity. The Prince then told her of his 


Royal Birth ; of his Brother Amgrad, and their 
mutual Friendſhip; of their Mother's Crimi- 
nal Paſhon, which in a Night turn'd to inve- 
terate Hatred; the Cauſe of all their Sufferings; 
of the King's Rage; how miraculouſly they 
ſav'd their Lives; how he loſt his Brother; 
how he had been impriſon'd, tortur'd, and 
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was only ſent then to be ſacrificed on the fiery 


Mountain, 


When A/ad had finiſhed his Diſcourſe, the 


Queen was more than ever enraged at the Ado— 


reis of Fire. Prince, faid ſhe, tho” I have al- 


ways had an Averſion to the Adorers of Fire, 
yet I have had ſome Humanity for them till 
now : But after their barbarous Uſage of you, 
and their execrable Deſign to ſacrifice you, I 


will henceforward declare unplacable War with 


them. 

She would have ſaid more, but . be- 
ing ſerv'd in, hinder'd her. She made Prince 
Aſſad fit down at Table with her, being; 
charm'd with his Beauty and Eloquence, and 
touched with a Paſſion which ſhe hoped ſud- 


_denly to have an Opportunity of letting him 


to ſee, Prince, ſaid ſhe, we muſt make you 
amends. for ſo many Faſts and wretched Meals,

The Cloth being taken away, Aſad wanting 
to go out, watched his time when the Queen 
did not fee him. He deſcended into a Court,

came to a Fountain, where he waſhed his Face

Be comforted, your bad Days are over, I will 
endeavour to make amends for all my Crimes, 
the Enormity of which be convinced of, by 
my future good Uſage.
